Laird Calls 
for Decision 
on Arms Talks 


NEW 
YORK (AP) — Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
said today "we are literally at 
the edge of prudent risk" in 
postponing decisions on major 
new offensive nuclear weapons 
to give U.S.-Russian arms Limi- 
tation talks maximum chance 
for success. 


Claiming 
a steadily rising 


Russian missile threat, Laird 
said that "if the Soviet strategic 
offensive buildup continues, the 
risk to our nation will become 
too great to sustain without ma- 
jor offsetting actions." 


In a major speech prepared 


for the 70th annual meeting of 
the Associated Press, the Penta- 
gon chief expressed hope for 
success at the strategic arms 
limitation talks—SALT— which 
have just opened a hard-bar- 
gaining phase in Vienna. 


But Laird rejected arguments 


that the United States should, at 
the outset of the negotiations, 
unilaterally hold up impending 
deployment 
of multiple inde- 


pendently 
targetable 
warhead 


missiles 
(MIRVs) and expan- 


sion of the Safeguard missile

Ten classrooms and offices In 
the rear of the church were 
destroyed. 


State Trooper Joe Mirtz de* 


scribed 
the 
tornado

whirled into the southwest sec- 
tion of Harrisburg as "roaring 
like four freight trains." 


State Police report that the 


hardest hit was the small com-

Hughes. 


Police said a tornado struck 


the town at about 5:15 p.m. ex- 
tensively damaging 
11 build- 


ings, 
with 
one 
completely 


blown away. 


Two persons were injred, not 


seriously, as the tornado cut a 
path through the 
community, 


taking 
the roofs from seven 


buildings. 


Several areas in the rest of 


the state were under severe 
thunderstorm 
warnings 
and 


were pelted with marble-sized 
hail. 


Rain dumped

of his rights, but, "manifestly 
by oversight, the judge wholely 
failed to explain that he was 
not bound by recommendations 
for leniency," Justice George 
Rose Smith said in the high 
court's unanimous opinion. 


At the end of the hearing, 


Arnold accepted Cross' plea of 
guilty. Three days later, Cross 
appeared for sentencing and 
Arnold suspended 
only four 


years of the 10-year sentence. 


The attorney for Cross object- 


ed and asked for time to file 
briefs on the right to withdraw 
the guilty plea. 


"The 
judge, in denying that 


request, stated (quite errone- 
ously as far as the record 
shows) that he had made it 
clear at the earlier hearing that 
he would not be bound by the 
recommendation for leniency," 
the Supreme Court said. 


Arnold then overruled two 


motions, including one for a 
a new trial. 


The Supreme Court said its 


decision did not imply that the 
state's 
agreement 
would be 


binding on the trial court, but 
Smith said that the facts of this 
particular case make it clear 
that the trial court's action 
should be set aside. 


Smith said the record did not 


show the that Cross was fore- 
warned by anyone, that the bar- 
gain reached by the lawyers 
might not be honored by the 
court. 


The high court also upheld 


the conviction of Herbert Lee 
Brown of Fort Smith on a nar- 
cotics charge and rejected the 
argument that he should have 
been freed because of entrap- 
ment.

bilities. Our adolescents with 
identity problems have failed 
in one or more of these cate- 
gories. 


Training a child for his 


role as a mature adult should 
starlet an early age,. -Ope . 
important requisite is a par- 
ent or parent figure whom 
the growing child can look 
up to and with whom he can 
i d e n t i f y . Furthermore he 
must be b r o u g h t up in a 
home where c h i l d r e n are 
w a n t e d and loved and in 
which there are reasonable 
rules and regulations. Also 
he must be raised in a com- 
munity where adequate edu- 
cation and recreation are 
available and are 
encour- 


aged. Any breakdown in the 
provision of these requisites 
will foster adolescents 
who 


will become i n e f f e c t u a l 
adults 


Family planning will go a 


long way t o w a r d insuring 
that every child who is born 
is wanted and will be set on 
the right track toward a de- 
cent mature life. Since there 
will never be enough mental 
health personnel to salvage 
the wrecks, p r e v e n t i o n 
through the education of par- 
ents in proper child-rearing 
principles is the only valid 
answer.

I contribut- 
ed money to both campaigns, 
served as chairman of the coun- 
ty committee for McClellan, and 
was a momber of the same com- 
mittee when it worked for Fill- 
bright. 


In 1944 a Hope citizen told 


me ho didn't see how a news- 
paper could support conserva- 
tive McClellan in one campaign 
and then turn around and sup- 
I»rt liberal Fulbright in the 
very next campaign. I repeat 
here what I told rny questioner 
then:

MIAMI (AP) ~ Prime Minis-

Castro said in a communique 


broadcast Sunday by Havana 
Radio the armed men landed on 
Cuba's east coast Friday— the 
ninth anniversary of the abor- 
tive, Unsupported Bay of Pigs 
invasion.
